WHEREAS, Qur children attend school for nunerous hours a
day and our school buildings need to be environnentally safe;

and

WHEREAS, exposure |limts to nolds, which are forns of
mul ticellular fungi that live on plant or animal nmatter and
in indoor environnents, have in sonme cases proven to result

in adverse health effects; and

VWHEREAS, Instances of nold such as Cl adospori um
Penicillium Alternaria, Aspergillus, Fusarium Trichodernma
Mucor, and Stachybotrys, have been reported to be present in
sone elenentary and secondary schools throughout our State;

therefore, be it

RESOLVED, BY THE SENATE OF THE N NETY-SECOND GENERAL
ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ILLINO S, that the Departnent of
Public Health shall convene a task force, appointed by the
Director, which shall examne the feasibility of adopting
guidelines to address nold in elenentary and secondary

schools; and be it further

RESCLVED, That in conducting its examnation, the task

force shall consider, anong other things, the foll ow ng:

1) the adverse health effects of exposure to nolds on

children as well as adults;

2) the identification of the causes or origins of high

concentrations of nolds in schools;

3) the Ilatest scientific data or existing standards, if

any, adopted by authoritative bodies;

4) the feasibility of adopting renediati on guidelines for
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buil ding materials contamnated with nold in schools that
woul d provide protection for occupants and cl eanup personnel;

and

5) an estimate cost of mtigating high exposures of nold

in elementary and secondary schools; and be it further

RESOLVED, That the task force shall, at a mninum be
conprised of representatives fromthe Illinois Departnent of
Public Health, the University of Illinois at Chicago Schoo
of Public Health, the 1Illinois Departnment of Labor, the
Bui | di ng Research Council at the University of Illinois, a
private environnental consulting firm that specializes in
nmol d renedi ation, an allergist/immunol ogist, and a certified

i ndustrial hygienist; and be it further

RESOLVED, The Director shall appoint a Chairman; and be

it further

RESCLVED, That the task force shall neet at the call of
t he Chai r man, and shal | report its findi ngs and
recommendations concerning nold exposure in elenentary and
secondary schools to the Senate by filing a copy of its
report with the Secretary of the Senate on or before January

1, 2003; and be it further

RESCLVED That upon filing its report the task force is

di ssol ved.
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
